rn HE Preparations for an early Cam- 
pain are continued with all Diligence. 
Some new Taxes are talk’d of ; buc 
tis alfo faid, that feveral Grandees 
having advis’d the Court not to load 

the People with new Burthens, the King will 

have Recourfe to the Clergy for Supplies of -Money. 

’Tis reported, that the Chamber cf Coniratacion of 

Seville have written Leuters to the King, concerning 

the Commerce which the French pretend to carry 

on in the Weft-Indies equally wich the Spaniards ; 

and that this Affair occafions great Perplexity and 

Debate ar Court. 

Lerida, Jan. 5. On New-Year’s-Day a Difference 
happen’d berween the Spanifh and French Officers 
of this Garrifon, about the Command of the Guard; 
but it was made up peaceably by the Marquis de 
Louvigny our Governour. Yhe Enemy have above 
6000 Men at Work on che Fortifications of Loriofa, 
fo that the Befieging of the Place will be a difficult 
and hazardous Enrerprize. 

From the Amft, and Leid. Gaz. dated Jan. 24. 

Vienna, Jan. 11, The Circular Letters are gone out 
for fammoning a general Diet of the States of Hun- 
gary, Malecontents as well as others, to meet at 
Presbourg the 29th of this Month. The Emperour 
wili be prefent at the opening of the Diet, and Prince 
Adam of Lichtenftein and the Chancellor of the 
Court, are afterwards to reprefent his Majefty. In 
the mean Time the chief Leaders of the Bdalecon- 
tents ufe their utmoft Endeavours to hinder the in- 
tended Diet from having any Effect, and to prevent 
the Counties that are under their Power from fend- 
ing Deputiesto it: To this End, C. Berezent has 
pofted himfelf with feveral thoufand Men near New-

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Jan. 24. 

The Letrers from Switzerland of the 15th of 
January, fay the Deputies of the feveral Cantons 
were gone to the general Diet, which was to be 
The Canton of Berne 
had deputed 2 of their Banderets to accompany 
Major General Tfcharner who was march’d with 
their 4000 Men into the Principality of Neufcharel ; 
and that general Officer is ro undertake nothing 
without the Advice and Approbation of thole De- 
puties. The Grifons have order’d 3000 Men to hold 
themfelves ready to march, to alfift the faid 4ooo 
Men in Cafe the French atrack Nevfchatel; and the 
Centon of Glaris have likewife refolv’d to fend in 
Men, if Occafion require. "Tis beliew'd that all 
this will deterr the Marihal de Villars from attacking 
Neufcharel, and thar he will rather lay Siege to 
Fiibourg: And what confirms many in this Opinion, 


is the Advice they have in Switzerland from France, 
that the King has refolv’d nor to difturb thofe of 
Neufchatel, notwithitanding the contrary Senti- 
ments of feveral of his Munifters. 

From the Amfterdam Cuurant, dated Jan. 24. 

Nuremberg, Jan. 17. Some Letters from Switzer- 
land tell us, that the Marfhal de Villars with a 
ftrong Body of Troops and {ome Cennon, was ad- 
vanc'd within 3 Miles of the Pyincipality of Neuf- 
chatel. 

Francfort, Jan. 19. Within a few Days feveral 
Expreffes pafs’d 'hrough this Place for Hanover, to 
inform the Kiector of that Name of the great Pre- 
parations and Motions made by the French in Al- 
face. Inthe mean time General Thungen, is put- 
ting all into good Order, has communded he Ger- 
man Forces co be ready to move upon the firft No- 
tice, and has already reinforc’d the Pofts that are 
moft expus’d. 

Hildefheim, Jan. 10. We have Advice from Po- 
land by the Way of Berlin, that the King of Sweden 
had caus'd Parr of his Army to pafs the Viftula near 
Thorn ; that King Staniflaus had pafs’d that River 
3 Miles below Thorn ; and that his Swedith Ma- 
jefty himfelf was about to do the like at Uraelauk, 
with Defign to follow the Mufcovites into their own 
Country. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Jan. 24. 

Paris, Jan, 20. Two Couriers arriv’d this Week 
from Madrid, being fent by our Ambaffador with 
K.Philip on no other Errand than to inform our King 
of the Complaints made by the Councils and Mer- 
chants of Spain of the great Traffick the French 
drive in America: But they write from Marli, that 
tho’ his Majefty is defirotis to gratify the Spani- 
ards in every thing, yet in this Affair he will not 
permit them to prefcribe Lawstobim. Yefterday 
the Duke of Alva Ambaffador of Spain had a pri- 
vate Audience of the King, and afterwards a long 
Conference with M. Chamillard. The Elector of 
Bavaria is expected fuddenly at Court, where ‘tis 
faid he is to be intognito, to avoid all Difputes about 
the Ceremonial. The raifing of Recruits is diligent- 
ly forwarded throughout the Kingdom ; but ’tis 
not known for certain yet, whether the Levy of 35 
new Regiments ( which is much talk’d of ) will be 
fet on Foor. Yefterday an Exprefs arriv’d at Court, 
difpatch’d the 15th by the Marhhal de Villars from 
Hunninghen ; bur his Meffage is not known: He 
reports that 15000 Men of our Forces were in Mo- 
tion about Hunninghen.
